HOW TO FIGURE YOUR

( onvinced by our own experience that such an analysis of the in- 
< ome tax law’ as w ill afford a complete understanding of its many provi­ 
sions requires more time than a majority of taxpayers can afford to give 
it, The Tribune herewith attempts to answer a few of the questions that 
most frequently arise. 
As a basis for this discussion we lay down the 
following propositions: 
Your income tax is not IN ADDITION TO YO FR PERSONAL PROP­ 
ERTY TAX, for your personal property tax IS DEDUCTED FROM YOUR 
INCOME TAX. 


Your GROSS INCOME is not taxable: it is your NET INCOME, af­ 
ter certain substantial exemptions have been deducted, that is taxed, and 
in almost every instance in which the taxpayer has been paying 
taxes 
upon the full amount of his personal property, it will be found that the 
income tax adds little or nothing to the total of his taxes, barring only 
cases in which a man of small property has been drawing a big income 
from a comparatively small investment. 
The rate of interest under the income tax is one per cent for the first 
$1,000, one and a quarter per cent for the second $1,000, one and one- 
half per cent for the third $1,000, one and three-fourths per cent for the 
fourth $1,000, two per cent for the fifth $ 1,0 0 0 . two and one-half per 
tent for the sixth $1,000, three per cent for the seventh $1,000, three and 
one-half per cent for the eighth $1,000, four per cent for the ninth $ I.- 
OOO; four and one-half per cent for the tenth $1,000, five per cent for the 
eleventh $1,000, five and one-half per cent for the twelfth $1,000, and 
six per cent for all incomes in excess ct $12,000. 


In figuring the tax as per the above per c e n ta g e , note the graduat­ 
ed scale, and figure the tax on each $1,000 of income separately, and at 
the rate specified. 
For instance, if your taxable income, after deducting 
your exemptions, is $3,200, you figure as follows: 
Interest on first $1,000 at I per cent ........................................................$10.00 
Interest on second $1,000 at I t ; per cent ............................................... 12.50 
Interest on third $1,000 at I % per cent ...................................................... 15.00 
Interest on fractional fourth $1,000 ($200) at \ % per c e n t 
4.38 


Total ...............................................................................................................$41.88 


If your receipt for personal taxes amounted to $3 8, you present this 
receipt together with $3.88 to the city treasurer, and he will give you a 
receipt in full for your income tax.

a man whose income is one of the amounts given in the table will actual­ 
ly own personal property to at least the amount given on the same line in 
the opposite column under the heading of personal assessments. 


The rule by which every citizen may figure his income tax is sim­ 
ple, and may be given in the following terms: 
(1) 
Add up your income from all sources. 
(a) 
Note that if you own the house you live in the estimated 
annual rent which you could get for it must be added to 
your gross income as one of the items thereof. 
(2) 
If a single person, deduct from this— 
Personal exemption $800. 
For each child under 18 years or other person legally support­ 
ed by you $200. 
(3) 
If married (wife and husband both living) deduct— 
Personal exemption $1,200, 
For each child under 18 years or other persons legally support- 
* ed by you $200. 
Subtract the sum of these exemptions from your total income and 
figure the tax on the remainder as per the legal rate, following the meth­ 
od shown in the fifth paragraph of this article. 
That gives you the amount of Income tax with 
which 
you 
are 
chargeable, but if you have paid a personal property tax, this is an addi­ 
tional offset, and you deduct the amount of the personal tax you have 
paid from the income tax which you owe. merely presenting your personal 
property tax receipt and the balance, if there remains one, in cash, to 
the city treasurer. 
It will be found that in probably more than one-half 
of the cases where men of moderate income appear to owe a small income 
tax, the personal tax receipt nearly or entirely wipes it out. 


Example No. I: 
Jones, single, has an income of $1,800, no one dependent upon him, 
and pays a personal property tax of $6.00. 
His tax will be as follows; 
One thousand eight hundred dollars less his personal exemption of 
$800 gives $1,000 as the basis of taxation. The rate is one per cent, hence 
'his income tax would be $10.00. 
He hands the treasurer his tax receipt 
showing he has paid a personal property tax of $6.00 together with $4.00 
in cash and receives a receipt iii full for his income tax.
